THE USEFUL MILCH GOAT. 


Point* In Which She Will Stand Com­ 
parison With the Cow. 
The uses for tho little goat for farm­ 
ers are more farreaching than they 
ever realized, for as a domestic ani­ 
mal the goat is useful in many ways. 
He can keep the growing weeds down 
that a cow would never eat, and when 
tin* supply of milk from th** cow be­ 
gins to fall off in butter fat below the 
standard made by law. 3.3 per cent, 
g o a t's milk can be added, because a 
thoroughbred goat’s milk is 8.07 per 
cent butter fat. The goat will eat 450 
different roots, herbs and barks and 
can he put into a pasture and w ill eat 
all the superfluous growth of bushes— 
in fact, eat about all the useless stuff 
that is on pasture land, says a writer 
in the American Agriculturist. 
A great many people ask me regard­ 
ing th** taste of goat’s milk, 
lf you 
had half a glass of cow's milk and 
half a glass of goat’s milk before you 
and you should drink both, not know­ 
ing which was which, you would say 
that one was m u c h nicer than the 
other, and that would be the goat’s 
milk, as there is no iii «*r milk in the 
world to drink. 
It keeps much better 
than cow’s milk. 
The pros|n*ctlve profits of goats is 
greater as against any other domestic 
animal. 
The goat will earn IWO per 
cent net more than any other animal 
on th** farm except the hen. aud It 
will better a hen by P hi per cent. 
Goats seldom get sick. they give milk 
from their second year until they lie- 
come alinit eleven years of age, their

flesh Is good to eat at any age, Is as 
go**) us th** sheep, their skiu Is worth 
from 15 cents jx*r |*>uml to #2 per 
IMiund. their horns are worth fSKJO j»er 
ton. and lf farmers will give the same 
amount of care to goats as to other 
domestic animals as an investment, 
dollar for dollar, the gout Is much 
more preferable. 
The farmer must not think that the 
common goats are not of xalue, for 
they are. They are something like the 
common cow. Goats run in value from 
to finn, and some of my goats I 
would not sell even for $lun.

T here are very few periods of the 
year when the use of the drag does 
not benefit th e road, but it does the' 
best work w hen the soil is moist and 
yet not too sticky. This Is frequently 
w ithin a half d ay ’s tim e afte r a rniu. 
W hen the ea rth Is In this sta te It 
w orks the best, and the effects of w ork­ 
ing It are fully as beneficial as at any 
other time. The N ebraska soils when 
mixed 
w ith 
w ater 
and 
thoroughly 
w orked become rem arkably tough and 
im pervious to rain, and if com pacted 
in this condition they becom e extrem e- j 
ly bani. Tills action of the soil In be­ 
com ing so hard and sm ooth not only 
helps to shed the w ater during a rain, 
but also greatly retard s th e form ation 
of dust. 
So much has l**en w ritten and said 
pertaining to tile great benefits from 
th e use of the road drag that m any 
people beginning th e use of it become 
discouraged before they are well start-- 
od. 
They should not feel thus, as It 
often takes a whole season for the 
road to becom e properly puddled and 
baked to w ithstand th e rains and tra f­ 
fic. A fter a road has been w orked w ith 
a d rag only a short tim e it is not well 
to expect It to stan d up to heavy tra f 
fie d uring a continued dam p spell w ith­ 
o u t being affected. 
How ever, It will 
tak e far heavier truffle than most earth 
roads receive to m ore th an scuff up 
the surface. 
D uring the four years 
th a t the w riter has observed the road 
show n In the Illustrations only once 
has It ever becom e so soft th a t team s 
w ere not hauling a ton and u half of 
coal In each load over it. Even In the 
fall of 1909 team s 
were delivering 
3,WX) pounds of coal at a load to the 
university farm boiler house before 
the roads becam e frozen. 
It Is not well to consider the benefit* 
from a good rood as solely confined to 
heavy traffle, for there is no doubt 
th a t the tim e saved to light vehicles

Boston. IVC. 6.—Mary Baker Q. Eddy 
died consistent in lier belief in the 
adequacy of faith to triumph over j 
death. In the shadow of death she 
didn’t waver nor ask for aid outside 
the prayers of her pupils. 
The advance of pneumonia strangled 
ber as she prayed. Not one of the 
usual stays against death which medi­ 
cal science 
interposes in desp*'rate 
moments was requisitioned. The mem­ 
bers of her secluded 
household 
in 
Newton stood about the bedside, their 
hands folded in prayer. The pangs of 
dissolution, which physicians say are j 
terrible 
in 
pneumonia, 
had 
their 
course and left the corpse of an old 
woman whose face showed no mark of 
•tony. 
This was one of the carefully guard­ 
ed details of what transpired in the 
isolated house at Newton on Saturday 
night—the first word of the deathbed 
acene—and here is another fact an 
Bounced 
authoritatively 
only 
after 
much questioning—there will be no 
successor to Mrs. Eddy in the unique 
position she held as supreme head of 
the Church of Christ, Scientist. 


No Need of Successor. 
There will be no successor, because 
there Is no need of one—no room for 
one. From the official statement made 
by Alfred Farlow it is evident that 
henceforth ’his church of over 2,00**,- 
©00 souls is to be governed supremely 
by the self-perpetuating board of d1- 
rectors of the mother church in Bos­ 
ton. 
The mouthpiece of this ecclesiastl 
cal heirarchy, which will in future ar-j 
bitrate doctrines temporal and p o lic ie s i 
alike, made it very ( lear that the J 
death of Mrs. Eddy brings no sho< k j 
other than a natural sentimental one J 
to the foundations of the church, dis- ' 
lur bg in no way th** policy of Its gov­ 
erning board and serves o n ly to re- I 
move ‘‘one whose w ise counsel had al­ 
ways been valuable.”

U. S. Suprem e Court Decides Indict­ 
ment Must Stand. 
Washington, Dec. 6.—The supreme 
court of the United States held thai 
the federal court of New York ha I 
erred in divmiHHing certain counts of 
indictments 
against 
F. 
Antrum us 
Heinz**, 
charging 
misapplication 
of 
funds of the Mercantile National bank, 
of New York. 
Further 
proceedings 
must now l>e had In the lower court. 
Heinze was Indicted first in ISM*S*, as 
president of the Mercantile National 
bank, of New York city, on a chain of 
intent to defraud the hank by causing 
the hank to discount improper single- 
name commercial paper, amounting to 
about l l , 500.000. The circuit court of 
the United States for the Southern dis­ 
trict of New' York held that the in­ 
dictment was defective. 
The next year, 1910, Heinze again 
was indicted on practically the same 
charges, hut this time it was alleged 
that the purpose of the alleged “mis­ 
application” was to inflate the stock 
of the United Copper company. Aiwain 
the indictment was found to be faulty. 
From both holdings tile government 
appealed lo the supreme court of the 
United States. Tile supreme court hold 
that the lower court had erred in both 
cases.

for the buying and feeding of lambs, 
steers ami young pigs. 
Corn, which 
xxiii be the chief factor in the fatten­ 
ing process, is now both reasona­ 
ble in price and of remarkably high 
qualify 
and 
feeding 
value. 
True, 
roughage is scarce and high priced, but 
the quality will in a measure offset 
this drawback, while oat straw Is of 
an unusually good quality, aud this 
mid corn stover, which has been saved 
in larger quantities than usual, can ne 
substituted In part for tile high priced 
clover and alfalfa 
Moreover, prices 
for live stock are good and bid fuir to 
be maintain***!, so that the feeds re­ 
ferred to can be used at a substantial 
profit 
Not the least advantage of 
feeding a considerable number of ani­ 
mals will be the value of the manunel 
byproduct of tile feeding process to the 
farm on which the animals are kept 
Every big stock market has reliable 
firms that make a business of picking 
up healthy young stock for Just such 
feeding operations — usually w estern 
bred stuff—and they will supply the 
need of the farmer who cannot secure 
In his own neighborhood what he may 
w ant 
In some smaller towns buyers 
make a specialty of handling this kind 
of stock, in which case they may be 
dealt with. 


STORING APPLES. 
Inasmuch as Just a fair barrel of.ap­ 


ples xxiii «■«►*( this *©n**>H from $4 to $**. 
It will la* worth while, if one wishes 
to have the supply last well through 
tm* winter, to take care in storing 
them. 
A good way of doing this is to 
go through the fruit carefully, picking 
out that which is soundest and freest 
from blemish, wrapping them iii pieces 
of paper and putting In an empty bor 
rel or box. 
In this sorting process the 
apples that are overripe, inferior or 
damaged may tx* put by themselves 
and should f>e used first. 
In this way 
none of the fruit need Im* wasted. The 
best temperature in which to store V 
pies is as near 32 degrees F- as poasi- 
blo. and for this purpose an upstair* 
bedroom where it is cold will often tie 
a better place of storage than a warm 
cellar. 


The nub of the argument against the 
artificial coloring of oleomargarine is 
to be found in the claim of its oppo­ 
nents that the chief purpose of adding 
the coloring matter is to deceive the 
consumer into believing he is getting 
butter fat when In reality he is only 
getting beef grease aud cottonseed oil. 


A ton of butter removes but 5© 
cents' worth of fertility from the SOIL 
while In a ton of cheese |30 worth of 
fertility Is removed. 
These simple 
figures are all that are needed to ex­ 
plain why the farms in a butter pro­ 
ducing locality do not lose their fertil­ 
ity, while those In a locality where 
cheesemaking Is the rule deteriorate 
perceptibly in the course of a few 
years.
